_In reviewing tho lumber harvest of 


Wisconsin during the past winter, tho 
Madison Journal says: 
"The harvest 


has been equal to that of the ayerago. 
notwithstanding the dotonniuatiou of 
tho lumbermen to very considerably 
restrict it in order to keep tip prices. 
The long and thoroughly favorable sea- 
son, however, ofl'ered too great a tempta- 
tion to bo put aside. 
Thero are.now 


probably 2,000,000,000 feet of old and 
new logs no^ awaiting a nse, in tho 
woods of northern Wisconsin, in order to 
be transported to market. Of these, pro- 
bably one-third are logs hung up from 
previous seasons, hvo-thirds representing 
tne out of the past winter. On the far- 
spreading Cfiippowa waters alone there ar» 
about 1,200,000,000 feet of those old and 
new logs, seeking a spring Hood upon 
which to make their journey to tho great 
sorting booms below. Some idea of tho 
rapidity with which the great Wisconsin 
forests are being denuded, may bo gained 
from a statement of tho fact that this 
enormous crop of 1,200,000,000 f aet rep- 
resents 200,000 acres of standing pine 
wiped out of existence, iu the Chippewa 
basin alone. At this rate of forest slaugh- 
tering, the great pineries of Wisconsin 
will in a few years be known only in his- 
tory."

Tho result was thatBudlong 
was also held for trial upon Boss' con- 
fession. Ho was himself sentenced to prison 
for ten years for arson, and Marble to tnroo 
years for receiving stolen goods on tho orig- 
inal complaint.

Thoy say the employes 
of tho Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis rail- 
road, all the way to Toledo and St. Louis, 
have as much ground for complaint as thosa 
hero, and that unless tho managers of tho 
road do something within a day or two to re- 
lievo thoir necessities there will be a strike all 
along tho road. Tho strikers are making no 
demonstrations, but are quietly waiting for 
tho managers to roako some provision for 
them. Receiver Craifr,of tho Toledo, Cincin- 
nati & St. Louis, came to tho city to try to 
patch up tho troublo in some way and get his 
road in operation again. Four firemen were 
brought here from £>ayton to work on tho 
road, but on learning tho situation all re- 
turned to Dayton by the 2 p. m. train. Tho 
strike now includes all tho employes of the 
road hero except conductors and engineers. 
The strikers claim that over ono hundred 
firemen wont out on tho southeastern branch 
as well as other employes, and claim that 
over l,i!00 men will quit work before mom- 
ing on various parts of tho road. Superin- 
tendent Ball says ho has not succeeded in 
inducing any of tho strikers to return to 
work, and that ho will begin issuing checks 
to tho strikers for thoir wages and discharge

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., April 11.—Tho consti- 


tution ol the Jefferson club, the social aud 
political organization, is being issued in 
book form and sont to prominent Demo- 
crats .throughout tha stato. Tho constitution 
advocates tho advancement of Democratic 
principles nud policies through tho agency 
ot tho Democratic party. -Each member is 
to snbscribo his assent to anil belief in tho 
maintonauco-ol tho Federal constitution and 
obodienco to its provisions; tho principle- 
that the Federal Union, established in pur- 
suance o£ tho constitution, is indissoluble anrl 
must bo preserved; that tho pooplonrotho 
source oC all political powers, and that tho 
Federal constitution is a delegation of powers 
by tho peoplo to tho throe departments of tho 
government thereby established, which gov- 
ernment, within tho limit and scope o£ tho 
granted powers, is national; 
but 
its 


legitimate" functions oro limited to tho 
exercise 
of 
powers 
granted 
by 
tho 


peoplo 
in 
tuo 
constitution; 
that tho 


stato constitution 
creates 
a 
form of 


popular government by tho peoplo of tho 
stato to enforce their sovereign will through 
its ilifforout departments, with such limita- 
tions as tho people have chosen to placo 
upon their sovereignty, either by tho stato 
constitution or tho Federal constitution. Tha 
constitution further declares that theso gov- 
ernments o£ tho people should bo adminis- 
tered with economy and simplicity; they 
should grant no special favor to-any citizen 
or class o£ citizens; they should do no legisla- 
tive or executive act which would favor tho 
growth of monopolies. 


Tho officers of each club ore to be similar to 


thoso in other political organizations and 
their duties tho same. As rapidly 03 clubs 
are organized they will forward to tho 
chairman o£ tho Democratic stato central 
committee tho names anil postoillco address 
ot tho oQIcors. Each club is to liavo, when 
practicable, n portrait of Thomas Jefferson. 
Meetings are to bo hold on the last 
Saturday night of each month, aud. thero 
shall not bo less than ten public meetings 
orory year, ono on the anniversary of tho 
birthday of Jefferson, tho other on tho anni- 
versary of tbo adoption of tho Federal consti- 
tution, Sept. 17. Whenever sovou voters 
have signed tho constitution and olocted of- 
Gcers and reported the samo to tho chairman 
of tho Democratic state central committee, ho 
will immediately furnish tho proper numbor 
of tho club to tho president of tho club in au 
appropriate certificate, and thereupon this 
club will bo organized.

Tobogganing is sludied liko a science. 


Originally, any uill with u straight road 
and a good slant would do Cor tho sport; 
uo.xt, Uio tobogganers bogau to build big 
mounds o£ snow on top of tho hills, upon 
which to givo thoir boards a strong and swift 
start. Butallthutis too old-fashionod Cor 
ISii't, Tho rich sno\v.shoo filubs now go into to- 
bogganing regardless of expanse. 
Having 


selected agood hillside, with a straight road- 
way u quarter of a milo long, they build long, 
uluuting scaffolds at tho top of tho hill, flfty 
feet to seventy feet from tho ground' at tho • 
upper eud of tho inulitio, and with standing 
room ut the top for scores ot tobogganers 
nud ladies. The inclined front 
oC each of 


theso scaffolds is boarded do\vn to the point 
nt which it meets tbe earth. Its surface 
is 
theu 
divided 
into three, four, 
or 


five slides by ridges of snow, and these 
ridges :iro contiullod dowi tho hillside. 
Hut snow is not good euoiu.. : jr tho modern 
cobogKaner to slido up'on. 1 is ouly used for 
theso ridges which servo to keep tho tobog- 
gans apart and to prevent them from run- 
ning into one another. 
Tho slides thom- 


selvt's are now ooatod with ice inado by pour- 
ing water between tho ridges. 
The snow on 


the hillside is also wet and frozen so that the 
whole quarter of a milo of hillsida is a sheet 
of ice. 


CliTTIXO HEADY. 


A high riilg'o of suow separates the sides 


from tho path up tho hill, and along this path 
the men drag their queer sleds while tho 
•women gladly follow, all asserting that each 
time thoy climb tho hill and the flight oCeosy 
steps up the scaffold thoy feel fresher and 
moro eager for tho sport than on the previous 
journey. 
Ouce on top of tho scafTold, the to- 


bogganer puts his toboggan down upon the 
Mat platform, with its curved front ond just 
over tho «dge. Tho girl who is to make the 
journey either puts her feet or knees under 
the dashboard, according to how many are' 
going down and how much room thoro 
is. 
Tho next passeuger, if a girl, sits 


tailor 
fashion 
behind 
the 
first 
one; 


or,

a man, puts, his 
legs 
on 


either side side of tho forward girl. If the 
riders arc woll acquainted and are enthusi- 
astic tobogganers, tho girl won't mind her • 
companion's puttiug his foot in her lap. 
It 


is tho best and safest thing she can do, for a 
toboggan is thin and lies flat on tho ice, and 
it a badly-managed foot should touch thu ice | 
over so lightly, it would send tho toboggan 
flying out ot its course. When all are ready,' 
tho passengers having got firm holds npon 
tho little sldo rails ot tho odges of tho slendor 
board, tho stoeror throws himself 'forward 
upon tho toboggan, so that ho rests on one 
uatincb. upon it, with ono leg freo to steer 
with. 
The forco o£ 
uiB movement and 


weight of his body send tho (rail board flying 
over tho edge of tho scaffold and down tho 
steep ice-clad planking. 


DOWJf WE GO! 


It is liko falling from tho roof of a four- 


story house. You feol'yoursolf and tho strip 
of birch voneer beneath you loosened from 
tho earth and' flying like a meteor toward 
tho black crowd of spectators far bolow you 
at the foot of tho hill. Tho very manner in 
which tho toboggan grazes tho slide makes it 
loss reassuring than if it did not touch it at 
all. There is a I'oai't a blast of intensoly'Cold 
wind, a flash of • the white walls of snow ou 
either side, and then a comforting bump and 
grating as tho loss steep ground is touched. 
After that the supple board bonds bouoath 
tho load in obedience to every undulation and 
slight hummock in its path. Tho quarter of 
a milo is made in thirty seconds. As tho to- 
boggan bogius to slow up tho greatest danger 
is at hand. A man seize* its dash-board and 
at tho samo instant raises tho ladies from 
from thoir places and shouts, "Quickl quick! 
to tho rigutl" or "Jump to tho loftl You 
haven't a second 1" for other toboggans are 
rushing toward you on tho same slide or aro 
approaching on other slides the route you 
must tako to tho sldo ot tho road. 


DANGEROUS. 


Tfeddeuts are. frequent but not.often se- 


rious. Toboggans run into one another, but 
if both are free no harm is done. Frequently 
thoy lurch into tho crowd that always gathers 
at the foot of tho hill and ono sled will upset 
half a dozen people nt a time.1 The worst 
mishap this year was to a young lady. She 
was in tho caro of a skillful steoror, but 
when tho toboggan struck a dog that ran 
out to bark at it, his skill was useless. The 
toboggan shot into tho air, and ho and tho 
lady fell upoc'tho ice and. bowled along It at 
thirty miles an hour. Tho young man said 
that she had fallen face downward, and tried 
to turn her on her back, but could not. Fart 
of her face was skinned aad sho will bo most 
horribly scarred for life. 


VARIOUS KISDS. 


One snowshoer baa got a steel toboggan, 


but it is no faster and not half so safe as tho 
birch ones. It would bo a terrible engine o£ 
destruction in case it met -with an accident. 
Tho best innovation is tho hickory toboggan, 
that carries seven porsons.'which appeared on 
ono of the slides just before carnival week. 
It is faster than a dream. Toboggans wore 
always mado by the Indians, until very ro- 
*<jntly a factory was established hero by 
«Iiito men. Tho Indian toboggans aro even 
.svi c' nisiderod the best. Thoy cost from 53.50 
to iu. .md weigh less than ton pounds -with- 
out tho mattresses that many uso. Tho to- 
boggan was originally meant for tho^trans- 
[wrtation of heavy burdens over soft snow, 
it will not sink into snow as a sled would. 
But if a Yankee boy should bring a Connect- 
icut double-ripper up hero and start down 
ono ot theso artificial glaciers it would go 
with tho swi£noss of ,1 falling star, and it 
would not stop at tho foot of the slide, but 
would dart on through Montreal and ont 
upon the St. Lawrence, at tho foot of tho 
mountain, bofore it would begin to slow up.
